WELFARE LEAGUE |S 
SEVERELY CRITICISED 


Problems of the Unemployed 
Are Dealt With at Some 
Length by the Orators 


The old Presbyterian church at 
Third and Jasper was the scene of a 
lively discussion last night on ques- 
tlonns arising out of the unemployed 
situation. Among the speakers were 
Mayor McNamara, A. T, Cushing, Al- 
derman Clarke, James Rowan and the 
I. W. W., James Brown and others. 
The meeting was well attended. It 
was held under the auspices of the 
People's Forum, an organization the 
objects of which as stated by the 
chairman are the discussion of all 
questions touching on civic and gen- 
eral welfare. 

A. TT. Cushing presented some of 
the causes for the present conditions 
as they exist in Edmonton. ‘He lIald 
emphasis on the fact that the govern- 
ment is doing nothing to stem the tide 
of immigration at a time ke this 
when there Is not the demand for 
foreign Inborers such as has existed 
for several years past. The recent 
real estate boom, unprecedented in the 
history of the American continent, he 
blamed for a great deal of the present 
depression and the cause for much of 
the trouble In many cities of the west. 

Mayor Scores Welfare League 

In presenting his views of the situa- 
tlon, Mayor McNamara first stated 
what he thought of the I. W. W, and 
then told how he viewed the Welfare 
league. In speaking of the I. W. W. 
he sald that while they have been very 
much reviled agatnst and misunder- 
stood, the main trouble as he saw it 
was that they did not differentlate be- 
tween right and wrong. 

The Welfare league of which A. 7, 
Cushing is president was scored by the 
mayor, not so much in reference to 
what they had; done but because of 
what they had-not done. He told of 
how the whole situation of the unem- 
noyed had been turned over from the 
Welfare Jeagué and the 1913 council 
to the present, administration. The 
whole burden had*been thrown on his 
shoulders and the shoulders of the new 
counell: He taja that with the as- 


administration has been sble to assist 
to the extent of-at léast 90 per cent. 
the unemployed of the city. He scor- 
ed the league for thelr lack of co- 
operation and support in the efforts be- 
ing made to relieve the situation ,

A 
young man named F, Cook and the 
cook happened to indulge in a little 
harmless frolic, both were laughing 
and not a blow was struck, but Mr, 
McKittrick stepped up to Cook, placed 
hls hand on his shoulder and ordered 
a policeman who was standing near to 
arrest him. Cook was arrested and 
taken off to jail. The members of the 
League seeing one of their number 
arrested, absolutely without cause, re- 
fused to go to work and left the 
grounds, came {into town and held a 
meeting In the LW.W. hall at which 
it was decided to refuse to go to work 
until F. Cook was reelased. As Cook 
was arrested without cause it was 
quite plain that the whole thing was 
nothing but a deliberate attempt to 
prejudice the mind of the public 
against hte unemployed league and 
those members of the city council who 
were responsible for the camp at the 
exhibition grounds, F. Cook's case 
came up for trial this morning and 
was dismissed, The men of the un- 
employed league are now ready and 
willing to go to work under the condi- 
tlons agreed to and expect to. start 
Monday. This is a true statement of 
what took place at the exhibition 
grounds Friday morning, and no doubt 
will cause considerable surprise to 
those who read the account in today’s 
papers of the “assault on the cook” and 
the near rlot which took place, It is 
strange that editors should be so very 
careless regarding what they print as 
1ews. I can only see two explanations, 
Either they deliberately misrepresent 
facts or else their methods of gather- 
ing news are very far from efficient,

ANGRY AT ACTION 
OF FRENCH PAPERS 


Quebec, Jan .19.—The first sinister 
incident of the shoemakers — strike 
which has now lasted three weeks took 
place Saturday when the three French 
newspapers of Quebec were burnt in 
effigy at the labor temple, while 
groups of strikers made demonstration 
against certain groccry stores where 
they had been refused credit. The men 
are angry against the French news- 
papers because they refused to pub-
